Enough of apathy - on Oct. 19, 
get out and make a difference 


There are a couple of things we 
can predict about voter turnout. 

One is that more seniors are likely 
to vote than young people. 

The other is that the number of 
people who do vote, of any age, is 
shameful. 

Last federal election was no differ¬ 
ent - it had the second-lowest voter 
turnout ever in Canada, with just over 
half of all eligible voters making it to 
the polls. 

This year has been easier than it’s 
ever been with four days - including 
Thanksgiving, for heaven sake - to 
make our way to a polling station 
before the actual election day. 

Far too many people don’t get 
involved in elections, especially 
amongst the younger generation, 
because they feel they can’t make a 
difference. 

If every single person who thinks 
that way actually voted, what a differ¬ 
ence they could make. 

If you didn’t take advantage of the 
long weekend to vote, maybe you’ve 
at least used the opportunity of time 
around the Thanksgiving table to talk 
about voting, and will have a clearer 
head of where to mark your x. 

Or hopefully you have been read¬ 
ing about your candidates - we’ve 
included what we feel is useful infor¬ 
mation in this week’s Advance - or 
maybe taken in one of the debates, 


and have some idea of who to vote 
for. Because, contrary to that saying 
that political parties are all the same, 
they definitely are not. For example, 
the Greens and Conservatives have 
wildly different views on just about 
everything - except that they want 

So please, take your voter card and 
your informed decision to the polls 
Monday. 

If you really can’t support any of 
your candidates - and in the Niagara 
Falls riding, you have good, decent 
choices - you can decline to vote, but 
that’s very different to declining to 
show up at the poll. 

You can attend your voting station, 
taking your ballot and handing it back 
without marking your x - that’s 
recorded as a declined vote. 

But please don't just spoil your 
ballot - that doesn’t count for any- 

We’ve heard that the advance polls 
had a good turnout, but we don’t 
know if that means more people will 
vote this election than other years, or 
whether more of those who planned 
to vote just took advantage of more 
convenient times. 

Let’s hope it shows a new wave of 
voter attitude and interest this elec¬ 
tion. It would be great to be able to 
say this was the election that turned 
the tide on apathy.

The 16-year Niagara 
Falls city councillor said 
she "could not have antic¬ 
ipated" how gruelling the 
78-day federal election 
campaign would be. 

“I could never have 
envisioned this. It’s 24/7 
work,” said the NDP can¬ 
didate in the Niagara Falls 
riding. 

"I thought I was knowl¬ 
edgeable before this cam¬ 
paign, but I can’t believe 
what I’ve learned, knock¬ 
ing on doors and talking 
federal politics with con¬ 
stituents.” 

Ioannoni said while 
potential voters are more 
engaged as the campaign 
enters its final week, their 
message has stayed the 

"They want change. 
There’s an anybody but 
the Conservatives feeling 
out there. I’m working 
extremely hard to con¬ 
vince them that I'm their 
best option to beat the 
Conservatives." 

She said her strategy for 
the last week of the cam¬ 
paign won't change. She 
will continue to run a 
“ground campaign” 
across the riding. 

The riding includes 
Niagara Falls, Fort Erie 
and Niagara-on-the- 
Lake. 

"Residents in Fort Erie 
feel forgotten,” said 
Ioannoni while cam¬ 
paigning there Saturday. 
“They don't believe the 
federal government is 
paying attention to them, 
and they’re not looking at 
the federal Liberals after 
what the provincial 
Liberals did to them.” 

Many in Fort Erie were 
angry when the provin¬ 
cial Liberal government 
approved a controversial 
restructuring plan, which 
converted the emergency 
room at the town’s 
Douglas Memorial 
Hospital into an urgent- 


Conservative MP Rob 
Nicholson said he’s not 
getting an anti-Conserva- 
tive response when he 
meets constituents and 
business leaders. 

"We’re pleased with the 
reception we’ve received 
at the door and with local 
business,” he said. "It has 
been very positive, and 
gratifying. Their No. 1 pri¬ 
ority is the economy, and 
the majority want us to 
stay the course and to 
keep taxes low.”

Thanks to generous 
funding from museum life 
members David Murray 
and Elizabeth Surtees, the 
museum has installed a 
new video component to 
their permanent gallery. 
Visitors are handed a tablet 
which provided 55 minutes 
of video and more than 500 
images and clips, narrated 
by Steven Baranyai, 
Christopher Newton, 
Barbara Worthy, who wrote 
and produced the video, 
and Murray, who has 
added his rich, deep voice 
to the project along with 
the funding for it. 


"Understanding our his¬ 
tory means more than 
museum visitors simply 
viewing inanimate objects 
and reading descriptive 
cards,” said Murray, 

The project features nine 
short videos on various 
topics including First 
Nations history, the War of 
1812, transportation and 
industry, and the 20th cen- 

"Elizabeth and I are sup¬ 
porters of education and 
history," said Murray. 

This isn't the only proj¬ 
ect they’ve funded to ben¬ 
efit the museum. They have 
also endowed a scholar¬ 
ship at Brock University for 
a post-graduate student 
studying Niagara history 
“broadly interpreted,” with 
the condition that the the¬ 
sis that supports the mas¬ 
ter’s degree can be pub¬ 
lished as part of the muse¬ 


um’s collection. 

The video, he said, is this 
year’s project, and will help 
to strengthen the work of 
the museum, and make it 
more relevant to future 
generations. 

“Video is a very accessi¬ 
ble way for people to learn 
history'; says the museum's 
acting managing director 
Amy Klassen. 

“These videos also pack 
in a lot of imagery. We

“The challenge in creat¬ 
ing lasting projects of this 
kind is making sure the 
facts are right, and decid¬ 
ing on what to include, and 
therefore, what to leave 
out.

That’s library card hold¬ 
ers, and there are actually 
many reasons for the 
unheard-of percentage of 
members, says Beth 
LaBelle, program co-ordi- 

The last year alone has 

members of the NOTL 
Public Library, and 
although book borrowing 
will always be one reason 
to become a member, the 
goal of the library these 
days is to become a com¬ 


munity hub, bringing peo¬ 
ple together for all kinds of 
reasons, says Labelle. 

At the library, you can 
learn to bake with profes¬ 
sionals, for example, or sit 
by the fireplace, knit with 
others - it’s called Knit a 
Bit - and share ideas, hav¬ 
ing an expert in genealogy 
teach how to research a 
family tree, view art dis¬ 
plays, take computer class¬ 
es, or spend Saturday 
afternoon watching a 

You can meet authors 
who drop in at local winer¬ 
ies and talk about their 
books over a glass of wine, 
or visit a local pub for an 
informal book club, talk¬ 
ing about popular novels. 


For kids, there are craft 
programs, Wii tourna¬ 
ments, baking lessons, 
Lego and Minecraft clubs, 
bedtime stories, toddler 
story times and baby and 
book sessions, and for kids 
in Grades 6,7 and 8, there’s 
a weekly drop-in time for 
video games and snacks. 

October is LibraryMonth 
in Canada, and next week 
is Library Week in 
Ontario. 

At a time when the 
weather is cooler and peo¬ 
ple are getting back into 
reading and other indoor 
activities, the library is 
offering Food for Fines, 
which they instituted last 
year and was quite suc¬ 
cessful, says LaBelle. 


A donation of one non- 
perishable food item will 
wipe away $5 worth of 
overdue book fines, up to 
$25, says LaBelle. 

“It gives a fresh start to 
people who have been 
staying away from the 
library for a while because 
of late fines,” she said. 

The library will be hold¬ 
ing a silent auction to raise 
money to expand and 
update its non-fiction 
video collection, says 
LaBelle - they are hard for 
people to get hold of, and 
some in the collection 
have been so well-used, 
they’re worn thin. 

Travel videos, and those 
on health and wellness are 
especially popular, and 


members like to try fitness 
videos before they invest 
in purchasing one, she 

Local historian David 
Flemmings will teach the 
session on genealogy - 
people are often surprised 
how much information is 
out there, if they know 
where to look, and he does, 
said LaBelle. “You don’t 
realize how many data 
bases are available. And 
you never know what 
you’re going to find - it can 
be really interesting.” 

The sessions will also 
include some time in the 
computer lab, and 
Flemmings will be there to 
help.
